Ten Witnesses Differ 
In Their Versions — 


Lam_ Tsat, 20, ship's cook, and 
Pang Fai, 51, boatswain, formerly 
employed on the Britlsh freighter 
Haldls, were discharged when they 
appeared before Mr, E. Hilmsworth 
at the Kowloon Magistracy. yesterday, 
at.the resumed hearing of the case 
in whieh they were charged with 
wounding Chan Tsul, steward, on 
board the same steamer, while the 
vessel wus In Parseval Bay on De- 
cember 20, Mr. P. H..

It was alleged that first? defendant 
had an argument with complainant 
on the evening in question over the 
cooking of a chicken, The urgument 
Anally resulted In complainant 
slapping Lam Tsat, but at the 
moment Pang Fal, second defendant, 
happened to be passing and secing 
Lam belng assaulted, intervened, 
While he was remonstrating with 
complainant, near the galley, a hand 
shot out from one of the galley port- 
holes’ ond slashed at Chon Fui’s 
back. A second = slash severely cut 
Chan's left wrist, with the result that 
he was brought to Hongkong and had 
lo stay in hospital for some time. 


in his defence yesterday, Lam 
Tsat denied having used a knife in 
attacking: the steward. He had seen 
the knife in question in ao bucket 
which was later'thrown at complain- 
ant by some other person on the 
steamer. This might have caused the 
wounds, he sald, 


Second defendant, Pany Fai, also 
denied having: assaulicd complainant. 
They had = an argument and had 
come to blows, but he had not used 
the knife, 


The magistrate in discharging both 
accused, remarked that the prosecu- 
tion had brought forward ten Wit- 
nesses, cach of whom hid told a dif- 
ferent story of the incident, It would 
be unsafe for him to convict cither 
of the defendants.

lung Street, and later met complain- 
ant, Leung Yim. Leung took Wong 
to restaurants and other places, and 
defendant resented thls when he 
came to hear about “it. In conse- 
quence, there were quirrels between 
Wong: ‘und defendunt, and eventually 
Wong went her own way. 


On the night of October 28, Leung 
met defendant in an oplum divan 
and was usked for $10 as come form 
of compensation. Leung sald he had 
no money and Ieft the divan, follow- 
ed by defendant. In the strect, it was 
alleged that Leung was again asked 
for $10, and was stabbed by decfen- 


dant, who csoaped and was not ar- 
rested until January 10, In Wanchal. 

Dr. H, T. Bee, of owloon Hospital, 
testified to having examined Leung 
on the night of October 28. Leung's 
condition was very serious, his pulse 
being so weak as to be almost im- 
perceptible, Hoe recovered, however, 
and left In November against medical 
advice.

The 
Committee was formed in the House of Commons at a 
meeting which was addressed by Sir John Hope Simpson, and its 
chief objects-arc to influence the Government and public opinion 
in favour of a gencrous and comprehensive policy on the refugee 


question mid ito stimulate intercst 
und provide information for Mem- 
‘vers of Parliament and the general 
public upon the refugee question. Its 
interim Statement of Policy points 
out that efforts are to be made to in- 
duce the Government to initiate im-

FRENCH POLICY REVIEWED 


Paris, Jan, 26. 

M. Georges Bonnet, the French 
Foreign Mintster, this afternoon ad- 
dressed the Chamber, and In a specch 
which had been awaited with con- 
sideruble tension, reviewed: in delail 
France's relations with all the chief 
countries of the world. 

In the diplomats’ gallery was Mr. 


Winston Churchill, who sat next. to 


the British 
Phipps. . 

It was mace known that on Satur- 
day the Counell of Ministers meeting 
will be held in the. Leysee Palace, 
and will deal almost exclusively 
with the Spinish, and related Medi- 
terrancan questions, The French 
Government hopes that by Saturday 
un exhaustive report from the 
French Ambassador, M, Jules Henry, 
who has returned to Figueras con- 
cerning further prospects of the 
Loyalist Government will ‘have been 
received, 

The question of the despatch of n 
French representative to Burgos, 
which has now become acute, will 
doubtless be discussed, ; 

In an. exhaustive resume of the 
events that had occurred since the 
sinning of the Munich agreement, M. 
Bonnet described that as un event 
that “had ennobled France — and 
Europe to avoid a terrible adven- 
ture,” . 

Dealing with France's relations 
with England, the Forcign Minister 
spoke of the friendship between the 
two countries, the value of which, ne 
said, had been shown in the Septem- 
ber crisis, and which would remain 
the cornerstone of French foreign 
policy. “Never has friendship be+ 
tween France and Great Britain been 
stronyer than now," he declared. 


RAPPROCHEMENT: STARTS - 


Relations with’ Germany, ‘said M. 
Bonnet, were indivated by the siyn- 
Ins of the Francos-German declara- 
tion of December, 1038, After dis: 
cussing, the individual points of the 
agreament, M. Bonnet asked his 
critics Whether any man, consclous of 
his srespongibilities could have re~ 
fused to sign such an instrument of 
peace. 

"We are. of the opinion that the 
decluration represents the first stage 
of rapprochement, and opens up pros- 
pects for the future jn which the two

CORRIGAN TELLS 
OF TRAFFIC IN

LONDON, Jan. 26. 


DENIS MICHAEL CORRIGAN, 46 year-old agent, 
who, with Frederick Willing. and James Herbert Willing, 
metal merchants, are charged with conspiracy to defraud 
an armaments firm of £7,250, continued his evidence in 


the Old Bailey trial to-day. 


Corrigan, who had previously 
spoken of his dealings with Shu, 
a Chincse “mystery man”, with 
whom, it is alleged, he negotinted 
an arms and munitions deal for 
China, said to-day that his 
repayment to Willing and payments 
in connection with the shipments of 
arms amounted to £4,605, which 
were a direct loss to him, Hc thought 
Shu would repay the moncy, but he 
didn't. 

Questioned by counsel for Frederiel: 
Willing, Corrigan suid be had been 
dealing jn arms since 1935, He 
uwgreed that he told Willing that Shu 
was head of a purchasing commission 
for the Chinese Government, and 
that he was advising Shu.

* Cross-examined, Corrigan denied 
that Shu was a froud, end that he 
know it from the bexinning. He said 
that he could not understand why 
Shu should go to. the expense of 
sending a dummy cargo, but some 
extraordinary things were done in 
this particular business, Shu would 
not have sent the dummy cargo une 
less he had good reuson. If hits 
“hoochow"” (permit) had been ree 
covered, he would have sent the 
guns. No one knew where the 
“hoochow” was, but he understood 
Lafitte had it. 

COMPLETE BOMBSHELL 

Corrigan added that he would take 
proceedinys against Shu for the re- 
recovery of hls money. He thought 
‘Shu was In Wash.ngton or New York, 
James Willing, the third defendant, 
sald that it was a complete bombshell 
when he was arrested, “He had no 
intention to defraud Lafitte, He had 
not acquiesced In any of the state- 
ments he believed to be untrue, He 
had been try.ng.since July to pet 
settlement of outstanding omounts 
between himself and Lafitte.

Thought Nearing 
A Climax 


“WASHINGTON, Jan, 26. 
THE AMERICAN GOVERN. 
MENT is preparing to withstand 
the shock of another world crisis 
in the spring or summer of this 
year, 


That is the assumption which 
emerges unmistakably from the series 
of conferences which the President 
and officials of the State Department 
have been having: with the principal 
American Ambassadors abroad, who 
were summoned home specially for 
the. purpose, 


Mr. Joseph Kennedy, Mr. Wilson, 
Mr, Philips and Mr, Bullitt, Am- 
bassadors to London, Bertin, Rome, 
and Parls respectively, left no doubts 
in the mind of any with whom they 
spoke here that a fresh crisis is to be 
expected during 1939, 


WILL ACT FOR PEACE 


Whatever form the coming trouble 
may take, there is no daubt (hat Pre- 
sident Roosevelt will act again as 
firmly for peace as he did last year, 

There are, however, two things the 
President cannot do. He cannot stop 
the use of force, and he cannot put 
himself in the position of assisting an 
‘Maressor to obtain by negotiation 
what he has threatened to seize by 
force. 
_ Nor could the United States Jend 
ils oflces to effecting a transfer of 
Hiritish, French, Duteh,  Portugucse, 
or Belgian territory to Germany and 
Jtaly under threats of war, 


SUPPORT FOR VICTIMS 


What the Washington Government 
can do, and what it will do if Con- 
tress modifes the Neutrallty Act in 
time, is ta glve moral and cconomic 
support to any victim of aggression. 

The Prestdent, of course, is not In 
the position to think in terms of sup~ 
porting the status quo by force any- 
where ‘outside the Western Hemis- 
phere, 

It is pointed out that he ig ob- 
viously not thinking of America 
being involved in war for some 
years. If he were, the re-armament 
he has just recommended would. be 
altogether too smal, It fs clear from 
his address to the new Coneress, 
however, that President Roosevelt is 


hoping to plny hig part in overting 
war. during 1939 by making it plain 
that-any aggressor will have to count 
with American ‘cconomic support 
being given to hts victim. 

Even in the remote event of the 
United States being involved in war, 
opinion here more inclines to the be- 
lief that it would not be necessary 
to ship an army overseas as was done 
in 1018, 


NO OVERSEAS FORCE 


Modern war, !t Is pointed ont, 
fa undeclared as in China, and 
partic!Ipation in It is on the “volun- 
teer” basis as by Germany and 
Itaty in Spain, 

Hence, tt is belleved that America 
could give all the needed support to 
an ally by supplying munitions, 
acroplines and petrol, and by per- 
mitting “volunteers” to enrol ovcr- 
sens if they desired. 

Tf war took the form of Fascism 
versus Democracy, there fs Hille 
doubt that a very largo number of 
Americans would enlist for De~- 
mocracy. 

Even with official discourngement 
several thousands of Americans: 
have been fighting insSpain. — With 
oMmctal support, the numbcrs, doubt- 
less, would be much lorger.—RCuter.

PARIS, JAN. 26. 


HE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES HAS APPROVED THE GOVERN- 
MENT'S FOREIGN POLICY BY 364 VOTES TO 232.—Reuter. 


Announcing the determination of the Government to continue a 
non-intorvention policy with Spain, M. Georges Bonnet declared that 
it was for tho Spanish alone to settlo their own affairs, and that there was 
not a man of good faith who would publicly denounce the policy of non- 


intervention, whilo no co 


denounce this policy. 


Britain and France had carried out conversations to 


harmonise policies in all fields. 


In the event of war, all 


the forces of cach nation. would come to. the. assistance. of 


the other. 


Viscount Halifax had told him 
at Geneva. that the British 
Government attached vital im- 
portance to the maintenance of 
the Anglo-Italian Treaty. 

“When we informed our British 
friends of our point of view they 
understood ua perfectly, Britain's 
attitude has been entirely loyal." 


ANGLO-FRENCH SOLIDARITY 


Returning to the Spanish issue, M. 
Bonnet declared; “We cannot tolerate 
that our communications with North 
Africa should be threatened by 
foreisin troops in Spain or the Spanish 
Islands, France hns interests to dee 
fend in Spain, and we cannot allow 
any State to Intervene in Spain so as 
to threaten French intestrity. 


“The Burgos Government has let | 


it be ‘known that it will not 
atlow any forelgn Power to settle in 
the country. Britain [5 no less 
menaced by the situation tn Spain 
with regard to Malta and Gilbraltar, 
and I can therefore affirm that there 
{s complete solidarity between 
Britain and France on tlils question,” 

M. Bonnet then announced the 
readiness of his Government to con- 
voke an international conference, if 
it found the necessary support, re~- 
marking that) the armaments race 
threntens to brings Europe into 
bankruptey or war. 


BLUM'S APPEAL 


M. Leon Blum said that the 
So¢inlists favoured an International 
conference. He said that recent 
events showed that conversations two 
countries could be dangerous, and he

FRENCH POLICY REVIEWED 


; Paris, Jan, 26. 
M. Georges Bonnet, the French 
Foreign Minister, this afternoon ad- 
dressed the Chamber, and in a specch 
which had been awaited with .con- 
siderable tension, reviewed In detall 
France's relations with all the chief 
countries of the world, 

In the diplomats’ gallery was Mr. 

Winston Churchill, who sat next to 
the British Ambassador, Sir’ Erle 
Phipps. . 
- It was made known that on Satur- 
day the Counclt of Ministers mecting 
will be held In the Leysee Palace, 
nnd will deal almost exclusively 
with the Spanish, and related Medi- 
terranean questions. The French 
Government hopes that by Saturday 
on exhaustive -report from the 
French Ambassador, M. Jules Henry, 
who has returned to Figueras con- 
further prospects of the 
Loyallst Government will have been 
recelved. 

The question of the despatch of a 
French representative to Burgos, 
which has now become acute, will 
doubtless be discussed. : 

In_ an exhaustive resume of the 
events that had occurred since the 
slmning of the Munich agreement, M.

“France ts not prepnred to 
tolerate any attempt to Tay hands on 
its.empire which has been butit up 
by the snerifice and toll of the French 
Pcople." 

FAR EAST SITUATION 

The Foren Minister then dealt 
with the situation jn the Far Bast. 
observing: “The heroie struggle of 
Genevnt Chiang Kaleshek and his 
Chinese army in defence of Chinese 
independence and integrity is: being 
followed by the French Government 
with very close attention, The 
French authorities and) Frenchmen 
Mving In Chin left nothing undone 
in an attempt to alleviate the suffér- 
Ings of the civil population, It has 
been found possible to save tens of 
thousands of lives which’ were 
Impcrilled consequent upon invasion. 
In its efforts to do everything possible 
{o ameliorate the suffering. of the 
Chinese people, the French Govern- 
ment ‘is firmly resolved not ta allow 
Its interests in thls part of the world 
'o be damaged. France hos Inter 
vened In Tokyo on several occasions, 
and only recently the French 
Ambassador In Paris had been 
instructed to notify the’ Japanese 
Government of the determination of 
France to uphold its rights in China 
on .the basis of the Washington 
ogreement of 1922, oo 

“None of these, France, Britain o¢ 
the Uniled States, will agree to 
unilateral denunelation of — this 
treaty.” 

- SPANISH SITUATION 

Coming to the Span!sh question, M 
Bonnet sald that France. had,. from. 
the outset, pledged Itself to a policy 
of non-~intervention. It was resolved 
strletly t& adhere to this policy, The 
Spaniards, he declared, would have 
to settle differences among them- 
selves. General Franco had given an 
assurance of neutrality and Italy had 
undertaken to withdraw her troops 
from Spain at the conclusion of the 
civil war. 

In conclusion, M. Bonnet exhorted 
{he Deputies to show understanding 
for the harsh necessitics of the 
moment, France would face the 
coming trials with calm confidence.
